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To  his  Excellency  the  Lord  (jeneral  Cromwel, 

and  the  Right  Honorable  the  €ouncel  of  State, 

Hhc  humble  Remonftrance  of  Henry  Appleton,  appointed by  the 
State  of  England  to  Command  the  Leopard,  its  alfo  the  Bona- 
%  venture  and  Conftant  Warwick,  for  the  Convoy  of  lever al 
Merchant-men  through  the  Streights. 

Having  loft  my  journal,  it  is  not  pofsible  that  I  Jhouldgive  your 
Honors  fo  particular  an  Account  as  I  fhouldelfe  have  done, 
however  y  I  (hall  not  omit  any  material  Pajfage, 

IN  the  beginning  of  my  Voyage,  Captain  Cox  in  the  Conftant 
Warwick,  contrary  to  0rder,  left  my  Fleet  5  arriving  at  Cales3  ' 
I  found  hitn  with  three  French  Prizes,  where  he  had  difchar- 
ged  the  Prifoners,  fending  them  to  St.  Mary  Port,  to  the  end 
I  might  not  examine  them :  the  Duke  of  Medina-Cceli  hearing  of 
them,  orders,  they  fhould  be  put  into  the  Galleys.  The  Prifoners  4. 
petitioned  me,  that  they  might  be  free  from  Slavery  :  I  fent  my 
Lieutenant  and  Minifter  to  the  .Duke,  who,  next  day,  fent  a  Colo- 
nel of  his  unto  me,  and  granted  me  the  Prifoners  5  whom  I  difper- 
fed  amongft  our  (hips,  and  afterwards  difcharged  at  Genoa. 

Stirling  for  Genoa*  I  difrovejred  a  &****  ihlV  ncdirhc  Shore, 
and  to  wind-ward  of  me,  that  chafed  the  Warwick,  who  was  ahead 
and  to  wind- ward  of  him  5  I  tacked  and  flood  with  him,  fired  a 
gun  to  give  the  Warwick  notice,  but  he  would  not  hear :  it  proved 
a  French-man,  who  putting  out  his  Colours  at  the  main-top-maft- 
head,  tacked  and  weathered  me  5  I  fired  many  guns  at  him,  feveral 
of  the  fhot took pl|ace,  but  fhe  out- failed  me,  not  anfwering  with 
one  gun.  Standing  in  afterwards  for  the  Port,  the  Warwick  meets 
me  with  a  Letter  from  our  Merchants  ,  which  advifed  me  of  a 
French- man  of  War  of  Thirty  fix  guns,  that  did  much  hurt  upon 
the  Coaft,  and  then  was  as  they  fuppofed  in  Savona  Bay :  But 
wherefoever,  he  was  within  their  Territories,  and  had  no  rope  made 
fall  to  the  Shore  ^  the  Republique  would  be  very  glad  if  I  could  de- 
ftroy  him.  This  was  that  very  ihip  I  chafed,  and  had  the  Warwick 
but  affifted  me,  through  the  bleffing  of  the  Lord  I  (hould  undoubt- 
edly have  carried  him.  , 

Arriving  at  Legorn,  the  Warwick  difcovered  a  Sail ,  weighs  an- 
chor without  my  order ,  and  takes  a  French  Sattee  coming  into  the 
Road.  The  great  Duke  demands  reftitutionof  this  Sattee,as  being 
taken  in  his  Port :  I  called  a  Confultation  hereupon ,  but  Captain 
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Wttheridge  and  Captain  Cox  would  by  no  means  agree  to  it ,  gi- 
ving me  under  their  hands,  that  they  would  anfwer  it  to  your  Ho- 
nors.  I  then  returned  this  Anfwer  to  his  Highncfs,  That  as  the 
Veflel  was  not  taken  by  my  Order,  fo  I  could  not  reftore  it  of  my 
felf.  Amongft  other  Wine  the  Sattee  had  in  her  feveral  cheftsof 
Frontignac,  and  other  Prefents  for  his  Highnefs,  of  which  Captain 
Cox  fent  mc  a  couple  $  but  I  immediately  fent  them  a(hore  to  Mr. 
Longland  for  the  Governor,  advifing  Captain  Coxy  that  he  (hould 
upon  no  terms  keep  away  any  thing  that  belonged  to  the  great 
Duke.  He  faid,  That  there  was  all,  and  fo  I  anfwered  the  MefTen- 
ger.  The  Duke  finding  himfelf  affronted  in  his  Port,  and  thus  abu- 
fed  in  the  detaining  of  his  Goods,  falls  into  choler  with  me  for  the 
fame,  and  charges  his  Refident  in  England  to  lament  of  me  unto 
your  Honors.  And  I  found  afterwards,  that  he  had  reafon  to  be 
angry,  though  not  with  me  5  for  Captain  Cox  kept  feveral  of  thofe 
Piefents  which  were  fent  the  great  Duke ,  and  did  difpofe  of  them, 
as  he  confefled  to  Colonel  Thompson  here  in  London. 

At  Naples  I  made  Provifion  for  my  Squadron ,  and  paffing 
thence  through  the  Vare  of  tMefsina,  I  left  the  Bonaventure  to 
bring  the  (hip  Agreement  within  fight  of  Zant  y  and  to.  meet  me 
with  the  Mary-Rofe  at  Cyprus. 

Betwixt  Cerigo  and  Candy ,  the  Warwick  takes  a  French  Sattee, 
and  after  four  or  five  hours,  when  he  had  ranfackt  her  enough ,  he 
lay  by  the  Lee  to  ftay  for  me.  In  her  there  was  a  Choufe  or  Mef- 
fenger  fent  from  the  Grand  Seignior  to  the  King  of  Tunice,  who 
had  a  Pafs  from  Sir  Thomas  Bendijh,  the  which  when  I  read,  I  ufed 
what  means  I  tuuld  for  tJie  reftoring  of  his  Goods  and  O/vithsj 
ufed  him  with  all  civility,  landed  him,  as  he  de(ired,on  the  Ifland 
of  Candy  :  all  which  he  thankfully  acknowledged  in  his  Certifi- 
cate which  T  fent  to  Sir  Thomas  Bendifb. 

Captain  Wttheridge  going  into  Zant  contrary  to  Order ,  the 
Mary-Rofe  plies  her  Voyage  for  Cyprus  alone,  fo  I  fent  the  Warwick 
with  her  5  and  the  Richard  and  Wi/iiam  for  Scandaroon ,  ordering 
him  to  come  to  Smirna  :  upon  my  arrival  at  Smirna ,  I  found  the 
Bonaventure  in  the  Port:  fo  foon  as  I  had  got  provifion  for  my 
Fleet,  and  the  Merchants  fhtps  were  ready,  I  fet  fail. 

Being  at  tfackamoes  Pointy  the  Confuls  man  brings  me  a  Letter 
from  Sir  Thomas  Bendifb  •  wherein,  in  compliance  with  the  Viziers 
folicitation  to  him,  he  did  defirel  would  convoy  their  Fleet  for 
Candy,  an  Officer  of  the  Viziers  being  come  down  on  purpofe,  and 
did  expert  my  anfwer.  I  wrote  a  Letter  to  Sir  Thomas  Bendijh  \a 
excufe,  telling  him  how  much  time  I  had  already  loft  in  waiting 
for  Provifions  in  their  Port,  and  what  neceflity  there  lay  upon  me 
to  be  gone  $  and  withal ,  how  ready  I  fhould  have  been  to  have 
done  the  Grand  Seignior  (crvicc,  as  being  a  Prince  in  Amity  with 
our  Commonwealth,  wherein  hisDefires  and  your  Honors  Com- 
mand? 


mands  were  not  inconfiftent  ,  but  then  immediately  fet  fayl ,  not 
waiting  a  reply. 

OS  Cerigo  the  Warwick  takes  a  French  Sattee,  but  comes  not 
near  me  till  the  next  day,  when  asking  for  her  ,  he  told  me  (he  had 
nothing  in  her,  but  a  little  Money  (bringing  almoft  Two  hundred 
Chickeens  of  Gold)  and  empty  Cask,  fo  of  himfelf  he  gave  her  to 
the  French  again. 

At  Zant  I  met  with  Captain  Badily  going  for  Scanderoone,  I  left 
the  Warwick  to  convoy,  the  (hips  that  were  almoft  laden  in  that 
Port,  to  Melfina ,  whether  they  came  as  I  was  going  out  of  the 
Fare,  they  and  the  Phenix  in  their  company,  never  acquainting  me 
with  their  intentions  or  bidding  me  farewel,  flood  away  for  Eng- 
land, 

Having  received  feveral  Letters  from  the  Merchants  at  Naples, 
that  a  great  quantity  of  Silk  lay  ready ,  waiting  for  our  coming, 
fending  the  Bomventttre  with  the  (JHary  to  Legorn,to  the  end  that 
(he,  the.  ViSory  at  Genoa  ,  and  any  other  {hips  bound  homewards, 
might  be  in  a  readinefs  when  I  (hould  call,  1  went  into  Naples. 

Between  this  place  and  Legem  a  Meffenger  from  Mr,  Longland 
brings  a  Letter  to  me,  wherein- was  intimated  the  Hoftility  the 
Dutch  had  offered  to  our  Ships  in  our  own  Seas,  whileft  their  Am- 
bafladors  were  in  treaty  with  us. 

Coming  to  Legornhc  brought  me  your  Honors  Letter,  wherein 
you  Ordered  me  to  confult  with  him  what  was  beft  to  do  ^  Accor- 
dingly I  did,  and  he  then  gave  it  me  under  his  hand,  That  it  was 
iafeft;  to  flay  in  that  Port  till  the  next  Pott  came :  Before  that  time 
Fourceen  Sayl  of  the  Dutch  came  into  the  Roadv  fo  foon  as  I 
efpyed  them,  I  put  to  Sea  with  the  Bonaventure  and  the  four  Mer- 
chants (hips,  and  towed  the  Leopard  through  the  Fleet,  there  being 
noWindeat  all,  expe&ing  the  Engaging  $  but  feeing  they  came 
to  Anchor  in  a  friendly  maner  [  I  towed  a  fecond  time  amongft 
them,  and  then  anchored  betwixt  them  and  the  Shore ,  our  Mer- 
chants (hips  being  betwixt  me  and  the  Shore :  while  they  were  un- 
der fayl  and  I  clofe  by ,  their  Admiral  fired  Nine  Guns  Without 
ihot,  being  perfwaded  by  my  Officers ,  it  was  a  Salute  to  me,  I 
anfwered  him  with  Nine  (hotted,  not  having  any  drawn  ^  but  af- 
terwards he  made  that  pafs  for  a  Salute  to  the  Port,  Underftanding 
that  the  Difference  grew  higher ,  it  was  agreed  on  by  the  Com- 
manders and  the  Merchants,  to  unlade  all  fine  Goods  ;  but  this  the 
Dutch  forbad,  however  through  the  affiftance  of  the  Governor* 
we  landed  what  we  pleafed. 

The  Warwick  having  carreen'd  at  Genoa,  I  fent  her  by  the  advice 
of  Mr.  Longland ,  to  findeout  Captain  Badily,  and  to  acquaint 
him  with  the  Breach  with  Hollands  the  Dutch  faying,  that  at  that 
time  they  had  received  Order  to  jight  us. 

The  Dutch  had  fent  feveral  times  to  Florence,  to  follicle  the 

B  Duke 


Duke  to  deny  Prote&ion  to  our  fhips,  and  gave  high  words ,  That 
they  had  Orders  from  their  Matters  to  fink  or  burn  us  in  the  Road  5 
Hereupon  the  Governors  fent  to  Mr.  LongUnd  to  acquaint  me. 
That  if  I  expe&ed  Prote&ion  from  the  Duke,  I  muft  come  into 
the  Mould,  or  elfe  they  would  not  fire  a  Gun  in  my  favor  •,  fo  M/. 
LongUndbcing  aboard  at  a  Confutation,  it  was  agreed  we  fhoiild 
come  into  the  Mouldy  and  fo  we  did. 

Some  few  days  after,  the  Colonel  of  the  Town  fent  Mr.  Long- 
Undio  acquaint  me  withthefe  Propofitions  the  Dutch  had  made 
unto  his  Highnefs^  #i£. 

That  no  Man  of  War  having  an  opportunity  to  depart,  ought 
by  a  jnoft  ancient  Law,  to  flay  in^ny  Port  beyond  fuch  a  time. 
That  they,  to  that  end  the  Englifh  might  go  to  Sea ,  had  {laid  out 
feveral  days :  That  they  would  give  the  Merchants  (hips  leave  to 
relade  their  Goods,  give  them  free  liberty  to  depart  ;  nor  would 
they  ftir  till  they  had  been  departed  f:ve  days,  the  whichif  not  ac- 
cepted, they  would  forbear  endeavoring  to  ruine  them  no  longer. 
To  thefe  I  was  immediately  to  give  my  Anfwer;  The  opinion  of 
ourFa&Dry  then  prefenr,  was^  That  whereas  the  Dutch  had  waited 
feveral  times  upon  the  Duke ,  and  did  follicit  daily  that  he  would 
deny  Prote&ion  to  the  Englifh,  and  all  this  while  the  Englifh  never 
owned  him,  nor  went  to  give  him  thanks  (as  I  indeed  defired,  but 
Mr.  LongUnd  oppofed  mc  in  it.)  The  Duke  now  fecmed  to  fpoil 
the  venue  of  our  Gratitude,  by  his  neceflitating  us  unto  it -7  fo 
Mr.  LongUnd  did  defire  me  to  fend  one  to  treat  with  the  Duke 
accordingly  :  That  himfelf  with  other  Merchants  would  go  to 
thank  him  for  his  Protection  of  their  Goods,  and  that  the  Mafters 
would  do  the  fame  for  the  prote&ion  of  their  (hips,  and  JQyntly  to 
befeech  him  the  continuance  of  his  Favors  5  Hereupon  Mr.  Long- 
land  and  my  fe\fy  with  feveral  of  the  Merchants,  defired  Mr.  Na- 
thaniel Heading  to  undertake  the  Bufinefs,  the  which  he  did  at  our 
entreaty  -v  and  at  that  time  ingaged  himfelf  on  my  behalf,  That 
I  fhould  not  difturb  his  Highnefs  Port,  except  I  were  commanded 
to  the  contrary  $  How  he  managed  the  fame,  and  effe&cd  the  con- 
tinuance of  our  Prote&ion  ,  your  Honors  have  undeiftood  by  his 
own  Relation  5  the  Lord  having  at  that  time  vifited  me  wi:h  a 
violent  and  tedious  Sickncfs,  fo  that  I  could  not  write  ^  during  the 
time  of  my  ficknefs,  there  came  News  to  Legornoi  Captain  Ba- 
dileys  being  engaged  with  the  Dutch  of  Monte  Chrifto  %  hereupon, 
although!  was  not  able  to  walk  alone,and  Captain  Wetheridge  was 
juft  dead,I  refolved  to  go  to  help  him,notwithftanding  there  lay  fix 
Dutch  Men  of  War  in  the  Road  •  but  as  I  was  got  aboard  and  rea- 
dy to  go  out,  I  received  a  Letter  from  Captain  Badiley  of  his  be- 
ing in  Porta  Longone^  and  defiring  me  not  to  think  of  ftirring  till  he 
was  fit  to  put  to  fea. 

I  fent  for  Captain  C*at  to  command  the  Bonaventure^  and  when 
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he  came,  the  Phenix  which  was  taken  by  the  Dutch  ,  was  brought 
into  the  Mould,  and  he  was  always  talking  of  burning  her  \  I  fent 
him  in  particular  that  Order  which  your  Honors  fent  me  for  not 
difturbing  the  Great  Duke's  Port,  told  him  the  Engagement  I 
had  lately  made  to  the  contrary,  and  the  great  danger  all  our  (hips 
were  in ,  if  he  (hould  burn  the  Phenix  ,  not  oncly  for  the  inccn- 
fing  of  the  Duke  and  Dutch  againft  us,  but  alfo  of  the  firing  of  our 
own  (hips  too  5  however  he  perfifted  in  his  aftings ,  contrary  to 
your  Honors  and  my  Order,  chafing  their  Boats,  and  occafioning 
many  complaints  of  the  Dutch  unto  the  Governor  :  I  told  him 
how  much  I  had  fuffered  for  his  former  Infolencies  in  this  place, 
how  what  he  did  might  tend  to  the  ruine  of  us  all  5  but  yet  he 
would  not  hear  me,  a&ing  feveral  times  againft  my  Order,  ftirring 
up  his  men  by  many  feditious  fpeeches  againft  me,  and  never  own- 
ing me  at  all,  notwithftanding  the  Commiflion  I  had  from  your 
Honors ,  and  the  many  refpeds  and  continual  courtefies  which  I 
had  always  (hewn  him,  fo  that  I  was  neccflitated  to  bid  him  return 
to  his  former  command,  lcaft  he  (hould  make  a  Mutiny  amongft 
our  (hips  ^  In  the  interim  Captain  Badiley  arrives  and  brings  me 
Order  for  his  Commanding  in  Chief,the  which  I  readily  obeyed. 

Captain  Badiley  now  placet  h  Captain  Cox  in  the  Bonaventure ; 
and  I  being  freed  of  the  Engagement  which  I  had  made  unto  the 
Duke,  it  was  agreed  on  to  furprize  the  Phenix  then  in  the  Road, 
riding  the  outermoft  (hip,  with  the  Englifh  Colours  under  theirs. 
J  The  K^&ttemp  was  thus  : 

Captain  Cox  in  the  Elizabeth's  Shallop  with  nine  Oars  and  four 
Sitters,  my  Lieutenant  Tong  in  the  sampfons  Pinnace,  with  thirty 
four  men,  and  Lieutenant  Symmes  in  the  Bomventurt\  Pinnace 
with  thirty  four  more. 

Having  loft  one  another  feveral  times,  at  laft  towards  morning 
they  all  met ,  and  coming  up  in  the  Phenix  ftern,  Captain  Cox  or- 
dered them  to  board  the  ihip  on  both  fides,  whileft  he  went  for- 
ward with  his  Shallop  to  cut  the  Cabel  5  the  Lieutenants  and  thcit 
crew  entred,  and  after  fome  difpute,  in  which  Lieutenant  Jong  and 
two  more  were  flain,  they  took  the  (hip-,  Young  Tromp  and  fome 
of  his  Officers  efcaped  in  their  own  Boat  5  the  (hip  being  under 
fayl,  and  the  Fight  over,  up  comes  Captain  Coxy  drives  the  men 
out  of  the  Cabbin  which  had  done  the  fervice ,  and  after  found 
the  Money,  faying ,  The  Cabbin  belonged  unto  him »  and  not* 
withftanding  the  Promife  made  before  the  Entcrprize,  to  (hare  the 
Booty  equally,  he  kept  it  to  his  private  ufe*  all  which,  feveral  of 
the  men  are  ready  to  make  good  by  Oath. 

In  the  morning  I  fent  Mr. Longland  an  accompt  of  the  particulars, 
to  the  end  your  Honors  might  have  notice  quickly  of  the  fame  5  and 
he  immediately  fends  his  fervant  with  the  news  3  not  giving  mc  the 
liberty  of  fending  by  him. 
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About  this  time  a  Dutch  man  came  aboard  my  fhip,  whom  I 
fufpeded  for  a  Spy,  with  Mr.  LongUnd!  s  advice  I  clapt  him  in  the 
Bilboes  ^  having  leave  to  eafe  himfelf  in  the  ihips-head,  he  leaps 
into  the  water,  and  fwimming  to  the  Moutde^  two  of  my  men  being 
a  ihore,  Ibadthemftop  him  5  but  he  promifing  the  Centinel  mo- 
ney to  refcue  him,  got  to  his  houfe.  I  went  afhore,  defiring  the 
C  entinel  to  deliver  me  my  Prifoner5  promifing,  I  would  carry  him 
to  the  Governor.  This  he  granted,  and  carrying  him  aboard,  there  1 
came  a  Sergeant  and  two  Soldiers ,  demanding  of  the  Prifoner, 
threatning  to  fire  at  me  elfe :  The  Prifoner  leaps  out  of  my  Boat, 
and  wentafhore.  I  fent  my  Minifter  to  MuLonghnd,  to  let  him 
.know  punctually  what  had  paft,  to  the  end ,  he  might  acquaint  the 
Governor  therewith  •,  but  Mr.  LongUnd  would  not  take  the  pains, 
whereby  the  Duke  and  his  Minifters,  through  mifinformation  from 
the  Dutch,  were  much  incenfed  againft  me. 

Andthefe,  I  do  affure  your  Honors,  are  all  the  Circumftances 
of  that  Bufinefs,  as  many  now  in  Town  are  ready  to  depofe. 

Two  days  after,  Mr.  LongUnd  comes  aboard  me  with  one  of 
the  Dukes  Captains ,  telling  me,  the  Duke  would  fpcakwithme 
at  Pi  fa  •  I  asked  him,  what  he  thought  it  was  about,  he  aniwered, 
that  he  could  not  tell,  but  he  would  go  along  with  me.  Being  up- 
on the  way,  he  asked  me  what  I  would  fay  to  the  Duke ,  in  cafe  he 
fhould  ask  me  about  the  taking  of  the  Phenix  1 1  faid,  That  I  could 
eafily  clear  my  felf  of  the  former  Engagement  I  had  made  unto 
him,  for  it  was  conditional,  if  I  were  not  commanded  to  the  con- 
trary, as  here  I  was  by  Captain  Badily ,  who  pofitively  did  com- 
mand, to  retake  or  deftroy  the  Frigot  5  and  to  that  end,  fent  feveral 
men  from  Port-Langone^  promifing  to  each  of  them  a  good  fum 
of  money.  Mr.  LongUnd  perceiving  that  I  could  clear  my  felf 
from  breaking  my  Engagement  with  the  Duke,  and  that  the  Dukes 
difpleafuremuft  light  on  Captain  -Badily  and  himfelf,  upon  our  ar- 
rival at Pifa,  goes  to  Signior Pandolfno^thc  Dukes  Secretary  of 
War,  and  having  had  private  conference  with  him,  I  then  was  fent 
for  to  the  Palace  4  but  Pandolfino  would  not  fuffer  me  to  fee  the 
Duke,  commanding  the  Governor  of  the  Caftle  to  put  me  in  a 
coach  and  carry  me  away  to  the  Caftle  $  Mr.  LongUnd  and  Cap- 
tain Woodioi  whom  I  never  did  deferve  but  well)  publiquely  tri- 
umphed, that  they  had  brought  me  into  that  condition.  And  not- 
withftanding  they  pretended  kindnefs  in  their  going  with  me,  it 
feemed,  it  onely  was  to  work  their  ends  upon  me  •  for  during  my 
four  daysimprifonment  in  the  Caftle,  they,  not  onely  came  not 
near  me  themfelves ,  but  none  elfc  were  fuffered  to  come  that 
would  ^  denying  to  let  my  men  know  what  became  of  me ,  or 
where  I  was,  that  they  might  fend  me  Cloathes.  At  laft ,  an  An- 
fwer  being  come  from  Captain  Badily ,  That  he  would  do  Jufticc 
upon  any  under  his  command,  that  (hould  commit  fo  high  Of- 
fences 
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fences  againft  the  Duke,  as  was  pretended  I  had  done  ^  I  was  con* 
veyed  by  a  party  of  his  Horfe,  through  woods  and  by-ways,  Forty 
miles,  unto  St.  Vincents^  where  for  three  nights  together  I  lay  up- 
on the  (tones  -,  and  thence  being  carried  by  a  Faluca  to  Port  Fe- 
rara,  there  I  rpmained  till  Captain  Bodily  did  fend  to  fetch  me. 

Nor  did  Mr.  Lengland  think  he  had  yet  triumphed  enough  over 
me,  till  as  he  had  made  me  fuffer  much  in  my  Perfon  abroad,  fol 
(hould  more  in  my  Reputation  at  home  5  and  therefore  he  conti- 
nues to  have  a  Currier  fent  on  purpofe,  to  complain  unto  your  Ho- 
nors of  my  violating  our  Nations  Faith, and  the  Dukes  Port,  in 
iurprizing  of  the  Frigot,  and  affronting  of  his  Centinel :  whereas 
Mr.  LongUnd  well  knew,  as  God  and  the  world  doth ,  Captain 
Badily  commanded  the  taking  of  the  Frigor,  and  takes  it  upon  him- 
(elf,  and  that  I  never  touched  the  Centinel  or  gave  him  an  ill  word^ 
and  could  I  have  obtained  the  liberty  of  fpeaking  unto  the  Duke, as 
afterwards  he  told  me,  all  this  had  been  prevented. 

The  Dukes  Currier  returning,  your  Honors  fent  me  an  Order  to 
command  me  home,  and  that  I  (hould  make  all  the  hafte  as  pofiibly 
I  could  over  land  •  I  obeyed  it  with  all  readinefs ,  and  to  that  end, 
coming  to  Legorny  where  the  Dukes  Secretary,  Captain  Badily  ^nd 
the  Dutch,  were  in  a  Treaty  $  and  having  there  concluded  to  fight 
the  Dutch,  it  was  ordered  byaCouncel  of  War,  That  I  (hould 
ftay  to  command  the  Leopard  till  the  Fight  was  over,  Provided  I 
would  give  fix  hundred  Crowns  to  have  leave  from  the  Duke  •,  and 
Captain  Bodily  would  then  Anfwer  to  your  Honors  for  my  not  co- 
ming home  by  Land,  according  to  your  Order. 

I  anfwered  him ,  That  though  no  man  on  earth  (hould  be  more 
ready  to  ferve  his  Countrey  then  my  felf,that  yet  to  buy  the  hazard 
of  myLifeatfucha  price,  were  to  invite  a  Curfe  from  my  Wife 
and  Children ,  whom  I  have  too  much  wronged  already  by  my 
fervingofthe  State  •,  that  therefore ,  though  Iwould  ferve  themP 
though  I  got  no  money  by  it ,  yet  I  would  not  give  money  for  to 
ferve  them. 

And  truly  when  I  confidercd  it,  I  found  it  a  bad  bargain,  for  if 
through  that  Compofition  I  (hould  be  admitted  to  venture  my 
Life,  and  through  the  Mercy  of  the  Lord  I  (hould  out  live  the 
Fight,  that  yet  I  muft  when  all  was  done,  hold  on  my  journey 
over  Land. 

While  this  was  in  difpute,  there  came  an  Exprefs  from  his  High- 
nefs  to  his  Secretary,  fignifying,  That  he  was  not  onely  contented^ 
but  much  defired  1  (hould  be  admitted  to  my  former  Command. 

So  I  was  fetled  in  the  Leopard^  and  Captain  Badily  having  fent 
fcveral  Exprefies  to  Captain  Cox^  to  come  with  the  other  (hips  he 
then  commanded,  from  Naples  to  Port  Lwgone:  He  contrary  to 
all  Order  goes  to  the  Vare  of  Mefina^  but  after  more  then  Twenty 
days  expe&ing  him ,  at  laft  he  comes ,  leaving  the  Henry  Bono- 
,  C  venture 
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<!^#rebehindehim.  Whereupon,  Captain  Badily  feeing  Captain 
Cox  had  a&ed  fo  much  againft  his  Orders  alfo,  and  that  he  had  oc- 
casioned the  omiflion  of  fo  many  opportunities  to  get  out  and 
joyn,  the  Enemy  not  being  fometimes  but  Five ,  other  times  Two, 
and  after  none  at  all  in  Port  Longone ,  their  Admifal  being  caft 
away,  and  another  of  their  fhips  faft  upon  the  Rocks  vsndlaftly, 
having  come  away  without  the  Henry  Bonaventnre  ^  which  VefTel 
might  have  done  good  fervice  in  the  Ingagement,  and  could 
do  none  in  waiting  where  he  was,  his  Prize  being  in  a  fafePort3 
he  told  mc,  That  the  State  had  better  to  have  given  Twenty  thou- 
sand pounds,  rather  then  Captain  Cox  fhould  have  carried  hi  in  fe  If 
in  that  maner  •,  and  fince  we  hear,the  Dutch  have  taken  her. 

Captain  Badily  departs  for  the  fitting  his  Eight  (hips  and  a  Fire 
fhip  at  Port  Ferara^  and  being  under  fail,  fends  mc  Orders  to  hafte 
to  him,  fo  foon  as  the  Dutch  weighed  Anchor  to  go  towards  him ; 
and  to  the  end  he  might  not  be  overpowered  by  the  Dutch  before 
I  could  affift,  commands  me  for  to  hafte  upon  my  Life  ,  and  that 
with  all  the  fail  that  I  could  make. 

Captain  Badily  plying  near  the  Malhora  5  fends  his  Lieutenant 
to  me  in  the  nighr,  to  know  our  readmefs ,  and  toadvife,  that  the 
Warrick  fhould  be  i*eady  near  the  Mould-head  by  break  of  day,  to 
keep  offthe  Enemies  Fire  fhip,  which,  with  Twenty  five  more,  lay 
ready  with  their  Top- fails  loofe  in  the  tops,  and  their  Anchors  a- 
pcek,  ready  to  wait  our  motion.  I  called  a  ConfulMtioniupon  his 
coming,  and  at  that  time  there  fpringing  a  ftnall  Gaie^,  had  iome 
thoughts  of  getting  out  $  but  Mr.  Longland  tioi  being  there,  with- 
out whom  we  durft  not  aft  ,  and  Captain  Badily  s  Order  being  to 
the  contrary-  and  during  this  Confutation  the  Gale  ended,  and 
there  was  no  Wind  ftirring  ,  it  was  agreed  on  not  to  ftir  till 
morning. 

In  the  morning  Mr.  Longland  comes  aboard ,  and  then  I  told 
him  what  we  refolved  upon  in  the  night,  he  much  approved  thereof, 
for  had  we  ftirred,it  falling  calm,we  had  in  probability  been  ruined. 
Captain  Badily  keeps  ftill  near  the  Malhora^  u\$Phenix  Warwick^ 
and  another  of  our  fhips  come  to  the  fouth-  ward  of  the  Lamhorn^ 
and  Captain  Badily  flood  after  them,  hereupon  the  Dutch 
weighed. 

Mr.  Longland  and  the  Commiflioners  being  all  aboard  me, 
concluded  we  fhould  make  all  pofiible  hafte ,  the  Winde  being 
Eafterly  off  Shore  ,  my  Orders  being  to  haften  as  for  Life,  Mr. 
L ong land  and  all  the  Commanders  agreeing  we  fhould  loole  no 
more  time,  we  flipt  our  Cables,  and  made  all  the  fail  we  could. 
The  Dutch  were  now  in  the  middle  betwixt  Captain  Badily  and 
our  fhips.  By  that  time  our  ftermoft  fhip  was  well  cleared  off  the 
Mouldy  the  Dutch  tacked  upon  us,  we  flood  with  them  refolving  to 
break  through, they  fired  at  us  $  (the  wind  now  changeth  to  South- 
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eaft)  fo  that  Captain  Bodily  and  his  Fleet  could  have  come  quar- 
ter-wind up  to  us. 

The  Bonaventure  had  not  fired  twenty  Guns,  when  within  three 
of  her  lengths  from  the  Leopard,  flic  blew  up  in  the  Air  5  while  I 
was  clearing  my  felf  ©flfthe  wrack,  the  Sun  of  forty  Guns,  and  the 
$ulim  Cefar  of  thirty  eight,  boarded  me  both  of  the  Lard-board 
fide. 

Captain  Seaman  in  the  Sampfon  coming  to  my  Afliftance,  as  was 
^greed,was  boarded  by  yon%  Tromp  in  a  (hip  of  forty  two  Guns5 
Tromp  feeing  himfelf  worfted by  him, calls  to  the  Fire  (hip,  who 
boarded  the  Sampfon  on  the  otheriide,  and  fired  her  immediately* 

Captain  Marfh  in  the  Levant- Merchant  was  boarded  by  a  fhip  of 
thirty  fix  Guns. 

Captain  Wood in  the  Peregrine  alfo  by  another  ,  but  Captain 
Fifherm  the  OHary  made  his  way  through  the  Fleet ,  and  joyned 
with  Captain  Badily. 

This  was  the  condition  of  my  Squadron  all  of  us,  efpecially  my 
felf  having  the  feveral  Broad-fides  from  the  Enemies  other  {hips 
pafled  upon  us  ,  whileft  we-  were  difputing  with  thefe  that 
boarded  us, 

All  this  while  Captain  Badily  and  his  Fleet  lay*  awether  of  us, 
making  feveral  (hot,  though  at  too  great  a  diftance,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  Wind  was  very  good  for  his  coming  up. 

Captain  Cox  runs  the  Phenix  aground  the  Main,  and  there  lyes 
for  half  an  hour. 

Captain  Efi in  the  Lewis  comes  up  to  my  Afliftance,  firing  at 
them  that  poured  their  Broad-fides  on  me,  as  alfo  on  them  that 
boarded  me. 

Captain  Fijher  in  the  Mary  making  his  way  through  the  Enemy 
a  fecond  time,  did  very  good  fervice. 

Captain  Badily  at  laft  comes  within  half  (hot  of  me,  betwixt  the 
Leopard  and  the  (hore  ,  and  he  with  others  of  his  Fleet  did  make 
fomefhot. 

Captain  Wood  not  being  relieved  in  fo  long  time,  furrenders. 

Captain  Marfh  having  funk  the  great  (hip  that  boarded  him, 
immediately  was  boarded  by  another,  and  being  over-powred  by 
the  Enemy,  much  torn ,  many  of  his  men  flain ,  and  none  of  our 
friends  coming  to  relieve  him,  was  taken. 

The 'Warwick  coming  up  the  fecond  time  ^  and  giving  feveral 
Broad- fides  to  them  that  boarded  me,  my  felf,  the  Mafter,  and  the 
Corporal  called  to  him  to  forbear  firing  at  thofe  two  that  boarded 
me,  they  having  called  for  Quarter,  and  to  engage  with  them  that 
plyed  their  Broad-fides  on  me. 

Captain  Badily  orders  Captain  Whiteing  in  our  Fire- (hip  to 
board  the  Dutch  Admiral,  promifing  that  himfelf  would  engage 
him,  till  he  had  made  his  Graplings  faft-,  accordingly  he  makes 
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towards  him ,  but  Captain  Badily  not  coming  up  as  he  expedied, 
by  which  means  the  Dutch  Admiral  played  all  his  Guns  upon 
him,  was  funk  juft  at  his  ftern. 

I  ftill  expe&ing  that  Captain  Badily  and  the  Frigots  would  en- 
gage thofe  five  (hips  that  gauled  me  in  thatmaner,  to  the  end  I 
might  have  taken  pofleffion  of  thofe  two  fhips  which  had  folong 
boarded  me,  and  called  for  Quarter,  and  for  a  good  while  forbear- 
ed  firing  ^  but  the  Lord  of  Heaven  having  otherwife  determined  ir, 
they  not  onely  refufed  to  help  me  themfelves  ,  but  would  not  let 
others  do  it  that  would  5  for  Captain  JEU  who  lay  near  me,  and 
did  great  Execution  on  theEftemy,  coming  to  lye  at  my  Star- 
board-bowe  tor  my  Affiftance,  was  called  away  by  Captain  Badily^ 
who  without  any  more  ado  fet  his  Main  fayl ,  and  made  way  from 
me  with  all  fpeed  he  could  5.  fo  Captain  EM  and  Captain  Fifher^ 
who  once  more  was  coming  up  for  to  help  me,  and  was  the  inner- 
mod  and  northermoft  fbip  of  all,feeing  Captain  Badily  to  leave  me 
thus,  were  ncceflitated  for  their  own  fafety  to  follow  after. 

The  Dutch  feeing  Captain  Badily  thus  gone,  chafed  his'ninc 
Sayl  with  eight,  of  which,  the  /fdmiral^thoRedbare,  and  the  Half- 
Moon,  all  difabled  (hips,  were  three :  And  feeing  I  was  thus  aban- 
doned, up  comes  the  Vice- Admiral  of  the  Dutch  with  five  fhips 
more ,  and  fires  at  me  with  more  violence  5  and  thofe  two  fhips 
that  had  cryed  Quarrer  feeing  me  left  alone ,  began  again  to  fire  : 
And  after  two  hours  difpute,  their  Vice  Admiral  laid  me  crofs  the 
ftei  n,  taking  me  fore  and  after :  our  flern  being  beaten  in,  and  Til- 
ler fhot  in  pieces,  fourteen  Guns  made  unferviceable,  the  (hip  every 
way  pitifully  torn,  almoft  half  of  our  men  difabled ,  and  my  felf, 
Lieutenant,  and  many  Officers  wounded  ,  and  the  Enemy  increa- 
fed  •,  but  moft  of  all,  my  men  being  difcouraged  by-  their  friends 
forfaking  of  thcm,thcy  refolved  to  fightno  longer  $  I  forced  them 
feveral  times  into  their  Quarters,  and  trying  fair  means  as  well  as 
fowl,  proffered  a  hundred  Crowns  for  every  fhot  that  they  would 
make  out  of  a  Demy-canon  in  the  Gun  room:  The  Gunner  and 
one  of  the  Matters  mates  made  two  fhots,  and  were  making  more, 
but  prefently  I  underftood  how  fome  did  call  for  Quarter,  faying, 
the  Enemy  was  on  the  Poope  5  hereupon  I  called  the  Gunner,  and 
privately  bade  him  blow  the  Ppope  up,  as  he  was  going  to  blow  it 
up,  and  affifted  by  the  Matter  and  Corporal  therein ,  the  men  per- 
ceived  it,  and  laid  hands  on  him,  I  came  ftraight  to  refcue  him,  but 
then  they  feized  on  me,  putting  my  fhoulder  out  of  joynt ,  by  wrc- 
fting  my  weapons  from  me,  and  held  me,  whiieft  fome  of  them 
called  for  Quarter ,  until  I  was  delivered  into  the  Enemies  hands, 
who,  had  not  my  men  intreated  for  me,  had  refolved  to  kill  me, 
for  I  denyed  Quarter. 

Being  thus  their  Prifoner,  I  was  conveyed  aboard  their  Vice- 
Admiral,  and  after  their  heat  was  over,  they  ufed  me  civilly  and. 
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drefied  my  wounds,confeffing  to  me  feveral  times,  That  if  Captain 
Badily  had  ailifted  me  with  his  Fleet  ,  they  fhould  not  have  been 
able  to  withftand  us. 

The  next  day  after  the  Fight  they  cleared  all  the  Prifoners,except 
Captain  Seaman,  Captain  Marjh  and  my  felf. 

Mr.  Longland  kndsthok  that  would  go  upon  his  teariiis  to  Ve- 
nice^ but  he  not  giving  them  but  two  Dollars  and  a  half  to  carry 
them  fomany  days  Journey  through  a  firangc  Country,  many 
refufed  to  go,  knowing  that  twice  as  much  could  not  defray  their 
charges :  Some  that  undertook  to  go,  dyed  by  the  way  of  Famine  5 
and  they  that  did  arrive  were  almoft  naked,  having  fold  their 
cloathsfor  viftuals* 

And  during  our  nine  weeks  Imprifonment^  although  we  always 
were  within  a  mile  of  the  Town,  Mr.  Longland  never  was  the  man 
that  owned  us,  orfent  to  help  us  in  our  wants  5  of  which  the 
Dutch  themfelves  complained. 

Upon  our  feveral  Securities  to  appear  in  Holland,  they  gave  us 
leave  to  go,  and  being  come  afhoar,  the  Great  Duke  fent  to  fpeak 
with  me ;  accordingly  I  waited  on  him,  and  there  he  pleafed  to 
tell  me,  That  he  was  forry  for  my  fufferings,  but  knew  no  way  to 
make  me  amends  but  by  his  Letter  to  the  Parliament. 

What  elfe  his  Highnefs  and  feveral  about  him,  what  Mr.  Leng- 
lands  own  people,  and  the  Italians  which  were  Spe&ators  faid  of 
this  Engagement,  I  fhall  forbear  to  mention  as  I  do  many  othet 
things  .5  tte  concealing  whereof,  fhouldnot  more  prejudice  your 
Honors  or  my  felf,  then  the  relating  thtm  can  poffibly  rcfle&on 
them  whom  they  concern. 

This  I  (hall  onely  fay,  That  whereas  Mr.  LongUnd  chavgci&i  me 
with  breaking  Orders  in  coming  out  to  foon,  I  fhall  refer  your  Ho- 
nors to  the  Premifes  %  to  Captain  Badilfs  Letters,  which  I  have  to 
fliew,  and  to  the  Oaths  now  ready  to  be  made  herein,  to  judge3 
afluringyou,Thatwhen  he  and  the  Commanders  had  unanimously 
agreed  to  our  going  out,  and  himfelf  had  taken  his  leave  and  was 
going  in  his  Boat  aflioar,  he  returned,  and  prayed  us  to  hafte 
tor  fear  that  Captain  Badily  ftiould  be  opprelfed  before  we 
came. 

The  feveral  Accompts  of  moneys  I  received,  disburfedor  char* 
ged  upon  the  State  through  the  Voyage,  are  all  in  readinefs  when- 
ever that  your  Honors  fhall  appoint  to  Audit  them. 

To  give  your  Honors  no  further  trouble,  This  is  the  fum  of 
what  hath  happened  fince  my  going  out,  the  truth  whereof,  as  in 
his  prefencc  who  is  Searched  of  all  hearts,  I  do  aver  5  nor  hath 
my  naming  any  particular  in  this  Narative  proceeded  from  fpleen 
to  him,  but  love  to  truth,  to  the  end  your  Honors  might  be  im- 
partially informed  how  your  Affairs  were  managed ,  rendring 
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moft  humble  thanks  for  my  Exchange :  I  fubmit  my  felf  to  youf 
consideration*  as  of  what  I  have  done,  fo  of  what  1  have  fuffered 
for  you.

The  Sampfon  was  fired  after  an  hour  and  a  halfs  difpute. 
The  Peregrine  was  furrendred  within  three  hours. 
The  Levant  Merchant  held  out  four. 
And  the  Leopard,  in  all,  above  fix  hours. 

In  Legowwe  received  as  much  refpe&and  civility  from  his  Hfgh- 
nefs  The  great  Duke,  as  from  any  Prince  into  whofe  Port  we  came: 
And  as  to  my  own  particular,  notwithftanding  the  means  ufed  to 
toincenfe  himagainft  me,  yet  he  commanded,  while  I  was  in  his 
hands,  that  Ifhould  want  for  nothing  5  fo  that  both  in  the  Cattle 
of  Pifa  and  Porta  Ferara,  alfo  I  was  treated  with  all  kindnefs. 

/  Edmond  Seaman  Captain  of  the  Sampfon,  having  been  with 
Captain  Ap$kton,from  his  coming  into  Smyrna  till  his  return  into 
England  {except  the  time  of  his  fir(l  Imprifonment)  and  having 
per  ufed  the  Narrative  he  hath  made  ;forafmuch  as  I  was  prefent  at, 
and  privy  to  moft  of  the  Tranfatfions  therein,  do  aver  the  truth 
thereof  and  am  ready  to  maintain  the  fame  by  Oath,  whenever  I 
jhall  be  called  thereunto  :  And  in  ieftimony  thereof,  do  hereto  fet 
my  Hand.

The  Declaration  ^/Edmund  ,Seaman  Commander  of  the  Samfon 
Humbly  fheweth, 

THat  being  at  Smirna,  Captain  Appleton  came  into  the  Port, 
where  I  (hall  briefly  give  you  an  account  of  our  Proceedings, 
Off  of  Livorn  fome  five  or  fix  Leagues,  we  had  aFilvea  met  us, 
and  gave  us  notice  of  the  Affront  the  Dutch  gave  our  Nation, 
whereupon,  we  much  defired  to  be  gone  for  England ,  but  Mr. 
Z*»giWdefired  Captain  Appleton  to  ftay  till  the  next  Poft  5  and 
in  the  interim.  Four  fail  of  the  Dutch  (hips  of  War  came  in  upon 
us,  but  before  they  came  into  the  Road,  we  all  weighed  and  flood 
to  them,  fo  we  and  they  anchored  •,  we  anchored  between  them  and 
the  fhorc,  and  there  were  blockt  up  by  them.   Soon  after,  Mr* 
Longland  came  aboard,  and  told  us ,  That  he  was  fent  by  the  Go- 
vernor and  Collonel  of  the  Town,  that  we  mud  come  into  the 
Mould,iox  wh^re  we  rid  we  could  not  be  fecure  from  our  Enemy  5 
fo  that  night  we  got  all  our  (hips  into  the  Mould ,  but  were  forced 
firft  to  lighten  them :  fo  there  we  were  in  fafety,  we  having  the 
Grand  Dukes  Prote&ion.    So  within  two  days  of  cur  being  in  the 
Mould,  it  was  agreed  upon  by  Mr.  Longland  and  Captain  Cdpyle  ■ 
^  and  the  reft  of  the  Nation,  That  fome  fhould  gouptoJ/*?- 
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fence i  to  give  the  Grand  Duke  Thanks  for  his  protecting  of  us  * 
whereupon  it  was  agreed,  That  Mr.  Longland,  Mr.  Boneile,  Cap- 
tain koofy  Capcain^Wand  myfelf,  in  the  behalf  of  the  Mer- 
chants, and  Mr.  Reading  at  the  requeft  of  the  Nation,for  Captain 
Jppleton  being  very  fick  at  that  time.  We  no  fooner  were  arrived 
at  Florence,  but  we  were  prefently  fent  for  to  come  to  the  Grand 
Duke,  which  we  did  -,  and  as  foon  as  we  had  given  him  Thanks  for 
his  protefting  of  us,  he  asked  us ,  If  we  thought  our  felves  fecure 
from  the  Dutch  ?  1  anfwered  him ,  That  the  Dutch  we  did  not 
fear  fo  long  as  he  was  our  friend.  Soon  after  we  had  news,  that 
Captain  Badily  was  engaged  with  the  Dutch,  and  then  there  lay  in 
the  Road  four  of  their  men  of  War  ,  and  two  that  they  had  taken 
up  in  their  fervice,  fo  that  there  were  never  lefs  then  fix  of  them  in 
the  Road  of  Livorn.  Captain  Badily  being  come  fafe  to  Porta 
Longonay  fent  Captain  Cox  to  fee  what  condition  the  fhips  were  in 
at  Livorn,  and  to  have  the  Merchant  fhips  go  out  to  engage  with 
the  Dutch  •,  I  anfwered  him ,  I  would  not  a<3  any  thing  without  a 
Warrant,  cither  from  the  States  or  from  my  Owners  :  which  foon 
after,  Captain  Badily  or  Mr.  Longland  km  to  the  States  for  Gom- 
miflions,  to  take  up  our  fhips,  which,  as  foon  as  we  received  the 
faid  CommiflionSj  obeyed  them  ,  and  fitted  our  fhips  for  men  of 
War.  Captain  Badily  being  at  Livorn,  coming  aboard  the  Leo- 
pard  in  the  afternoon,  calling  a  Councel  of  War  •,  and  when  we 
were  all  together,  he  was  pleafed  to  tell  us ,  That  we  muft  deliver 
the  Phenix  or  the  Bonaventure,ox  be  gone  out  of  xhbCMould  : 
Notwithftanding ,  how  much  it  concerned  us  to  know  what  was 
treated  on  by  the  Dukes  Orders,  he  to  that  end  Tending  his  Secre- 
tary from  Florence,  to  accommodate  the  Difference  between  the 
Dutch  and  us :  Captain  Badily  never  acquainted  us  with  any  thing 
but  a  neceflity  of  delivering  up  the  Bonaventnre  or  Phenix,  or  elfe 
be  gone  in  Fifteen  days.  Whether  we  might  not  have  flayed  upon 
other  Terms,  I  cannot  fpeak  to ,  Captain  Badily  and  Mr.  Longland 
doing  all  without  acquainting  us  further.  This  onely  I  am  fure 
that  the  Secretary  faid,  That  if  Fifteen  days  were  not  enough,  we 
might  have  Ten,  and  after  that  Ten  days  more :  whereupon  Mr. 
Longland  faid,  That  the  Grand  Duke  carried  himfelf  with  as  much 
refpeft  to  our  Nation  as  can  be,  not  forcing  us  out  of  his  Port,  but 
endeavoring  what  he  could  to  compofc  our  ftay  5  and  notwith- 
ftanding we  might  have  had  fo  much  time,whereby  we  might  have 
been  in  a  better  condition  to  fight,  or  elfe  might  have  received 
Orders  from  the  State,  what  to  have  done  therein.  But  after  fome 
difpute  we  agreed.  That  he  fhould  get. the  reft  of  the  fhips  ready 
that  were  in  Porta  Longona,  and  then  fee  what  might  be  done: 
when  we  were  all  ready,  having  fitted  our  fhips  for  failing  and  fight- 
ing, we  looked  every  hour  for  Captain  Badily,  which  on  the  fecond 
of  <jMarch>  we  efpied  our  Fleet  at  the  going  down  of  the  Sun, 

which 
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which  was  a  great  encouraging  of  our  men  $  that  night  Captain 
Cox  came  aboard  the  Leopard,  and  from  Captain  Badily  ,  to  defire 
us  to  be  ready  at  an  hours  warning,  which  we  obeyed.  On  Thurs- 
day night  Captain  Upcher  and  Captain  Whiting  came  and  told 
us,  that  they  were  clofe  by  the  Lanthorn,  but  as  foon  as  it  was  day, 
we  found  no  fuch  thing,  but  were  altogether,  three  or  four  Leagues 
off  by  judgement.  After  that  they  were  gone,  Captain  Badily  fern 
his  Lieutenant  to  us,  that  if  in  cafe  the  wind  fhould  come  off  fhore, 
that  we  fhould  come  out  upon  our  lives ,  before  he  was  too  much 
engaged  5  which  he,  for  his  part,  as  far  as  I  could  fee,  did  never  in- 
tend to  do :  And  on  Friday  morning  we  received  order  to  come 
out  with  all  fpeed,  and  that  morning,  Mr.  Longland  with  the  reft 
of  the  Captains  refolvecl  to  go  with  one  general  confent-,  the 
Dutch  being  all  weighed  and  flood  to  Captain  Badily  ,  fo  that  it 
was  Mr.  Longland*  s  defire,  that  we  fhould  make  all  the  hafte  that 
poifible  we  could,  before  our  Admiral  was  too  much  engaged,  and 
fo  took  his  leave  and  went  afhore  from  us  3  and  we  having  a  fine 
Brcafe  off  the  ftiore,  immediately  fetfail,  the  Bonaventwe  firft, 
the  Leopard  next,  and  after  all  the  reft.  But  we  no  fooner  were  all 
clear  of  the  Mould-head,  but  Captain  Badily  flood  off  5  the  Dutch 
feeing  that,  bore  in  upon  us,  and  in  lefs  then  half  an  hour  that  we 
were  come  out,  we  were  engaged  5  and  in  the  interim,  of  a  fudden, 
the  Wind  fhifted  to  the  South-Eaft  and  South-Eaft  by  South. 
Captain  Badily  and  his  Fleet,  if  he  had  pleafed,  might  have  been  as 
near  the  D^tch  as  we  were.  The  Bonaventure  in  a  fhort  time  blew 
up ;  and  then  we  looking  for  Captain  Badily  and  his  Fleet  to  have 
fallen  on,  could  have  nr>  R  &M  of  hifti :  Hut  inftead  of  coming  to 
relieve  us,  chafed  one  of  the  fhips  belonging  to  Livorn,  though  he 
faw  the  Dukes  Colours  flying  5  and  as  ioon  as  Captain  Cox  made 
him  coming  back,  ran  his  Frigot  aground  upon  the  Weather  fhore, 
fo  that  we  had  but  little  Relief  all  this  time.  At  length  I  was 
boarded  by  a  fhip  of  20  Guns  for  above  an  hour  and  a  half,  and  at 
laft  boarded  on  the  other  fide  by  a  Fire-fhip ,  and  fo  we  were  de- 
stroyed 5  all  this  time  no  Relief  from  Captain  Badily ,  nor  none  of 
his  fquadron,  though  he  might,  if  he  had  pleafed,  have  been  in  the 
midftof  us,  had  he  not  flood  off  when  we  came  firft  out  of  the 
Mould,  and  fo  he  faw  us  deftroyed  one  after  another .  And  at  laft 
bore  up  and  let  fall  his  main  Sail,  and  fired  a  Gun  to  Lee- ward,  to 
call  off  all  his  Fleet,  which  was  done ,  and  away  they  went  with 
nine  Sail,  and  were  chafed  but  with  eight  Sail  of  the  Dutch.  All 
this  time  the  Leopard  had  her  Colours  flying,  but  they  feeing  no 
hopes  of  any  Relief,  were  forced  to  yield  up  their  fhip,  being  over- 
powered by  the  enemy.  All  this  I  fhallbe  ready  to  witnefs  upon 
Oath,  whenfoever  I  fhall  be  called  thereunto.  And  to  conclude, 
if  Captain  Badily  had  been  a  Pentioner  to  the  Sates  of  Holland,  he 
he  could  not  have  done  them  better  Service. 

E  I  Wit* 
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1  William  Ell  have  perufed  this  Narration,  concerning  the  Fight 
he  was  in  zx  Linorm  \mxh  the  Dutch  the  Fourth  of  CMarch, 
1652.  and  do  teftifie,  and  (hall  be  ready  to  make  good  upon  Oath, 
that  this  is  truth  which  is  here  fpecified. 

Firft ,  That  foon  after  Captain  Applet  on  was  clear  of  the  Mould- 
head  with  his  Squadron,  the  wind  Southwards,  and  the  Dutch 
tacked  upon  them,  and  that  then  all  Captain  Badilys  Squadron 
might  have  come  to  them. 

Secondly,  As  foon  as  we  came  to  know  the  Ships,  after  the 
blowing  up  of  the  Bonaventure,  and  that  fierce  Encounter,  We 
found  two  great  Ships  of  the  Enemies  on  board  ot  the  lar-board 
fide  of  the  Leopard,  and  all  three  lay  driving  with  their  Heads  of 
to  the  Weft- ward. 

The  Sampfon  aftern  and  to  lee- ward  of  them  in  a  flame,  and  the 
Levant  Merchant  boarded  by  another  great  Ship  of  the  Holland- 
ers. Now  Captain  Badily  and  all  of  his  Squadron  was  to  wind- 
ward of  them,  and  of  all  the  Enemies  Fleets  and  (hot,  as  Captain 
Applet  on  faith,t)ut  at  to  great  a  diftance,  but  feme  went  nearer  •,  and 
for  my  own  part,  being  c  ommandet:  of  the  Lewis,  I  went  within 
Piftol-fhot  of  the  Leopard,  and  fpent  feveral  Broad-fides  onthofe 
Ships  that  lay  on  Board  her,  and  on  others,  and  was  refolved  to 
be  on  Board  thofe  two  Ships  to  relieve  the  Leopard •  but  the  firft 
time  going  up  to  her,  the  Conjlant  Warwick  puts  us  aftays,  fo  was 
forced  to  tack,  and  we  tacked  twice  to  recover  the  wind  again  of 
the  Leopard  to  get  aboard  of  her  (or  them)  to  relieve  her,  and 
brought  all  our  beft  Guns  over  on  that  fide  that  bore  of  them,  and 
double  (hotted  them  for  that  purpofe  5  and  though  I  had  one  mans 
head  (hot  off,  and  another  (hot  through  the  back  (from  fide  to  fide) 
with  great  (hor,  and  feveral  men  wounded,  yet  were  the  reft  defi- 
rous  to  go  aboard  to  relieve  our  Vice- Admiral :  But  Captain  Ba^ 
diley  feeing  me  lean  to  lee- ward,  he  being  on  the  other  tack  with 
his  Ships  head  to  the  Weft- ward,  bore  towards  me,  and  called  to 
me  to  tack  and  (land  away  after  him  3  fo  finding  my  felf  the  lee- 
wardmoft  Ship  of  that  Squadron,  and  feeing  they  were  not  inten- 
ded to  Engage,  I  tacked  and  flood  after  them. 

Concerning  Captain  Whiting  in  the  Fire- (hip,  he  kept  near  to 
Captain  Badiley,  and  at  our  firft  coming  up,  after  thefe  fad  acci- 
dents, Captain  Badiley  and  he  was  the  weathermoft  Ships ;  and 
thenlikewife  was  the  Dutch  Admiral  fingled  out,  and  to  the  wea- 
therward  (which  was  occafioned  by  lofs  of  her  Stearidge,  having 
her  Rudder  (hot,  as  I  heard)  I  thought  then  Captain  Badiley  would 
taken  the  opportunity  and  engaged  him,  or  at  leaft  led  up  the  Firc- 
fhiptohim,  but  the  Fire- (hip  went  alone,  and  ere  couid  come  up 
with  the  Dutch  Admiral,  he  funk  her. 

We  had  the  wind  at  S.  S.  E.  or  thereabouts,  when  Captain  Ba* 
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diley  with  the  reft  of  his  Squadron,  with  the  Mary,  which  made 
nine  in  number,  flood  away,  there  was  eight  of  the  Dutch  flood 
after  us  till  night  5  we  all  went  better  then  they,  and  had  the  wind 
of  them,  yet  durft  we  not  face  them  though  none  of  us  had  very 
great  damage,  my  felf  the  moft,  yet  wifhed  we  had  tacked  upon 
them  after  they  were  come  to  Sea  (for  the  reft  of  their  Fleet,  as  the 
wind  was,  would  not  have  gotten  out  of  Port  after  them)  if  we 
had  but  tacked,  I  believe  they  would  have  flood  back  again,  which 
would  have  given  a  good  wipe,  though  not  a  clean  one  to  our 
Cowardizm. 

For  what  was  done  after  we  ran  away,  I  can  fay  no  more,  but 
that  I  fee  fevcral  of  the  faid  Dutch  Ships  that  ftaid  in  Port  pafs 
their  Broad- fides  into  the  Leopard,  that  I  thought  it  not  poffible 
for  any  man  in  her  to  maintain  a  Quarter,  yet  I  fee  her  fire  feveral 
times,  and  to  my  judgement  kept  up  her  Flag  about  four  hours  af- 
ter we  began  to  run. 

The  wind  continued  at  S.  S.  E.  all  that  day,  and  our  Admiral 
kept  clofe  upon  a  wind,  and  kept  ahead,  fo  that  we  could  not  with 
all  our  Sail  get  up  that  night  to  fpeakwith  him  :  This  I  have  col - 
lefted  out  of  my  own  Journal,  and  am  ready  to  juftifie  it  to  be 
truth,  Witnefs  my  hand. 


I  Benjamin  Fijher,  was  defired  to  declare  the  truth  of  what  I  was 
an  eye-witnefs  concerning  our  Engagement  at  Lcgorn  the  fourth 
of  March ;  i^5»» 

Firft,  ThatCaptairt  Richard  Badily  feilt  that  Very  Morning  we 
fet  Sail  out  the  Mould,  to  Captain  Henry  Applet  on  not  to  come 
forth  the  Mould  jn  cafe  the  Dutch  weighed  not  $  for  Word  was 
brought  from  Captain  Badily ,  That  he  did  intend  to  ftand  in 
fair  aboard  the  Lanthom  by  Morning,  and  falute  the  Town. 

Secondly,  That  Captain  Richard  Badily  fent  in  two  Meflengers 
after  that  to  haften  our  coming  out,  though  exprefly  commanded 
by  the  former  Melfenger  from  Captain  Badily  not  to  budge; 
whereupon  feeing  that  he  was  fo  wavering  in  his  Refolution,  Ca- 
ptain applet  on,  with  the  reft  of  the  other  Commanders,  did  argue 
upon  it  not  to  Sail,  but  to  follow  his  firft  Order,  which  was  to  lie 
ftill  in  cafe  the  Dutch  weighed  not  •,  which  faid  Dutch  lay  in  a  half 
Moon,  within  Mufquet  (hot  of  the  Mould-head,  with  their  Top- 
fail-fheets  hal'd  home,  and  their  Fore-fails  of  the  moft  part  of  them 
was  in  the  Brails. 

But  we  expefting  to  fee  Captain  Badily  flet  fair  by  the  Lanthom, 
when  day  came  on ,  they  were  as  far  diftant  from  us  as  they  were 
over  night  5  for  by  their  own  Squadrons  relation ,  they  lay  moufel 
four  Glaffes,  which  if  they  had  not,  they  might  have  very  well  been 
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-  in  with  the  (hoire  by  morning  5  and  by  the  help  of  the  Almighty, 
they  might  have  been  a  means  to  fav'd  our  Squadron,  and  no 
doubt  we  had  worded  the  Dutch  Boats.  In  the  morning  the  Dutch 
weighed,  and  as  foon  as  they  were  to  the  South- ward  of  the  Mouldy 
there  was  no  time  negle&ed  in  getting  out,  according  to  Captain 
Badily  s  Order.  But  we  were  nofooner  clear  of  the  Mould- head, 
but  the  Dutch  tackt  and  flood  with  us,  and  by  that  fudden  accident 
which  befel  the  Bonaventure,  feparated  ouj:  Squadron  5  for  fome  of 
us  was  forced  to  bear  to  Lee- ward,  and  fome  kept  to  Windward, 
and  for  my  own  part,  went  with  our  (hip  through  part  of  the  wrack, 
and  within  fhort  fpace  after,  the  Wind  South- ward  on  us  5  but 
what  with  the  fmoke  of  our  own  Guns  and  the  Enemies,  I  could 
not  difcern  one  (hip  hardly  from  the  other  5  but  ftanding  through 
the  Dutch  Fleet,  having  difcharged  divers  broad-fides  at  the  Ene- 
my, I  came  within  a  Cable-length  of  Captain  Badily ,  and  bore 
away  thwart  his  fore-foot,  and  brought  our  (hip  to  the  other  tack, 
and  went  firing  into  the  Fleet  before  him,  and  paft  our  broad-fide 
at  the  two  (hips  that  was  aboard  the  Leopard  on  her  Larboard -fide, 
and  fuppofing  Captain  Badily  to  have  flood  along  to  the  relief  of 
our  Squadron  5  when  we  had  paft  the  Enemy,  that  we  were  got  to 
the  Northward  of  them,  fo  that  there  was  none  fired  at  us,  we  faw 
Captain  Badily  ftanding  away  with  all  fail  he  could  make,  top- 
galant-fail  and  all,  we  put  our  (hip  aftays,  having  much  ado  to  get 
her  about,  by  reafon  all  our  Braces,  and  Bolens,  and  Sheets,  and 
Tacks  were  (hot  5  when  we  had  got  our  (hip  about,  we  let  her  fall 
off  round,and  fired  our  broad-fide  at  the  two  (hips  that  was  aboard 
the  Leopard, and  then  we  fet  our  main-fail  and  all  the  fail  we  could, 
for  Captain  Badily  was  got  fome  half  a  League  from  us ,  with  the 
reft  of  his  Squadron  following  him.  The  Leopard  z\\  this  while 
firing  at  the  two  (hips  that  was  aboard  her,  and  at  others  that  paft 
by  her.  We  were  the  Lee-ward-moft  (hip  of  all  and  the  Norther- 
moft,  yet  we  had  never  lefs  then  five  Fathom  water  •  we  had  nine 
fail  of  the  Dutch  following  us,  yet  our  Ambral  never  fo  much  as 
did  fhorten  fail  for  any  of  our  Fleet  that  was  aftern,the  which  made 
me  think  he  had  been  kill'd,  he  leaving  the  Leopard,  and  thc£*- 
wnt,  and  the  Peregrine  in  that  fad  condition  :  But  my  opinion 
is,  that  if  Captain  Badily  with  all  our  nine  fail  had  flood  in  once 
more,  we  had  faved  the  Leopard,  if  not  the  Levant  9  and  had  gone 
near  to  have  chafed  fome  of  the  Dutch  aftiore  5  for  all  Captain  Ba- 
ddy's Squadron  had  little  damage,for  we  might  have  flood  in,  had 
Captain  Badily  been  fo  minded,  and  refcued  Captain  Appleton,  for 
he  was  not  taken  a  large  hour  after  we  left  him  in  diftrefs  5  for  as  far 
as  we  could  difcern,we  could  fee  his  Flag  flying,and  after  we  could 
not  difcern  the  Hag,  we  could  hear  the  Guns  go  off  very  faft.  Our 
Ambral  all  this  time  never  (hortned  fail  whereby  we  might  come, 
to  fpeak  with  him  till  the  Monday  ,following,  to  declare  to  him  how 

our 


our  fhip  was  torn.   And  what  I  have  here  declared,  is  nothing  but 
the  Truth,  and  fhall  make  Oath,  if  call'd  to  it.

Kyi  Relation  of  Signior  Montemagni,  one  of  the  Secretaries  of 
State  to  the  Great  Duke  of  Tofcany,  concerning  his  Negotia- 
tion between  the  Englifh  and  the  Butch ,  upon  the  re- taking 
of  the  Phenix  Frigot. 

UPon  my  arrival  at  LegornJL  did  with  all  the  earneftnefs  I  could, 
endeavor  to  perfwade  Signior  Van  Galen  the  Dutch  Admiral, 
to  be  contented  with  that  Anfwer  the  Parliament  of  England  had 
fent  his  Highnefs,  which  was,  That  Captain  Appleton  was  fent  for 
home,  to  give  account  thereof.  But  finding  that  this  would  not 
do5 1  asked  him  what  kinde  of  Satisfaction  he  would  pretend  unto  5 
he  anfwered,  He  did  expeft  the  rcftitution  of  the  Ffigot ,  or  clfe  in 
ftcad  of  that,  that  all  the  Englifh  Veflels  in  the  Mould  (hould  refign 
their  Rudders  a<id  their  Sails.  At  laft ,  after  a  long  difpute,  he 
faidit(houldfuffice,iftwoof  their  men  of  War  (hould  refign  theif 
Rudders  and  their  Sails  into  his  Highnefs  hand,  until  the  Phenix 
was  reftored  unto  them  5  although  the  Difference  was  great  be- 
tween the  value  of  the  Veflfel  at  that  time  they  took  her,  and  th,c 
condition  (he  (hould  be  in  when  fhe  were  returned. 

Hereupon  I  acquainted  Captain  Badily  with  what  had  paft, 
laying  before  him  the  neceffity  of  finding  out  fome  way  for  to  adr 
juft  this  bufinefs  5  but  it  was  all  in  vain,  for  he  denied  to  yield  to 
any  thing,  faying ,  That  rather  then  he  would  yield  the  leaft  unto 
his  His  Highnefs  or  the  Dutch,  in  cafe  he  might  have  time  to  fit 
himfelf,  he  would  go  out  to  Sea  with  all  his  Fleet.  After  my  ha- 
ving waited  for  a  better  Anfwer,  giving  him  time  to  think  the  bad- 
nefsof  the  confequences  of  fuch  a  Refolution ,  I  told  him,  in  cafe 
he  would  deliver  one  of  his  Ships  into  my  Matters  hand ,  I  would 
endeavor  that  (hould  pafs  for  fatisfa&ion :  but  this  he  Height- 
c'd  too. 

At  laft  I  told  him,  if  he  would  give  it  under  his  hand,  that  he 
would  return  the  Frigdt,  that  that  (hould  pafs  for  fatisfa&ion  ,  and 
that  his  Highnefs  would  continue  ftill  his  beft  Protection  to  him. 
But  fuch  was  the  perverfenefs  and  obftinacy  of  Captain  Badily, that 
he  not  onely  refufed  to  hearken  to  any  of  thofe  reafonable  moti- 
ons, but  in  Head  thereof,  writes  a  Letter  to  his  Highnefs,the  Copy 
whereof  followed)  5  wherein  he  declares ,  That  he  will  no  longer 
bear  any  refpe<3:  unto  his  Highnefs  Port,  but  will  fall  upon  his  Ene^ 
mies  where  he  findes  them. 

His  Highnefs  perceiving  that  the  ferviccs  he  had  lately  done  Ca- 
ptain Badily  were  forgot ,  and  that  the  further  need  he  might  have 
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of  himwasnotatallconfidered,  and  feeing  he  would  neither  ex- 
cept any  propofitions  made  to  him,  nor  make  any  himfelf  whereby 
his  Highnefs  might  give  any  colour  of  Anfwer  to  the  Dutch  •,  but 
that  in  Head  thereof  declareth ,  That  he  is  To  far  from  giving  fatif- 
fa&ion  for  the  former  wrong  done  to  his  Highnefs,  that  he  protcfts 
he  will  commit  new  ones-,,  My  Matter  commanded  me  to  let  him 
know,  that  feeing  none  of  the  forementioned  means  will  be  accep- 
ted ot,  and  forafmuch  as  it  was  Captain  Badily's  own  propofitioh 
that  he  might  go  out  of  his  Port ,  that  he  would  give  him  'twelve 
days  time  to  fit  himfelf  for  his  departure,  though  he  again  defired 
him  rather  to  think  of  (laying. 

This  Captain  Badily  affented  to ,  and  notwiihftanding  that  he 
had  revoked  his  promife  not  todifturb  the  Port,  dying,  He  would 
aflaultthe  Dutch  5  neverthelefs  his  Highnefs  continued  his  prote- 
ction to  him  ,  commanding  that  the  Dutch  (hould  not  affault  the 
Englifti. 

Upon  this  I  acquainted  Van  Galen  with  Captain  Badily's  Refo- 
lution  ,  but  found  him  unwilling  to  accept  thofe  tcarms ,  fome  of 
his  biggeft  (hips  being  then  away,  and  news  being  brought  of  fome 
fuppliesthat  were  coming  to  the  Englilh-,  but  then  I  told  him  his 
Highnefs  neither  could  do  more,  nor  was  it  reafon  that  they  (hould 
expeft  it. 

Van  Galen  then  demanded  to  know  the  time  precifely  wh:n  the 
Englifh  would  depart  5  but  as  I  had  commiflion  from  my  Matter, 
I  then  told,  That  to  reveal  the  fecrets  of  one  Enemy  unte  another, 
would  manifeftly  be  derogatory  to  his  Highnefs  honor.  Being  of - 
fended  at  this  Anfwer ,  Van  Galen  fendeth  his  Vice-  Admiral  and 
three  other  Captains  to  me,  to  proteft ,  That  fince  they  might  not 
know  what  time  the  Englifh  would  depart^they  would  omit  no  lon- 
ger fctting  on  them  in  the  Mould. 

His  Highnefs  being  incenfed  at  this  their  ralhnefs,  commanded 
that  theConful,  Captains  and  Sea  men  of  the  Dutch  that  were 
afliorc,  (hould  all  be  feized  upon ,  the  which  accordingly  was  done 
to  the  number  of  feven  Captains,  and  one  hundred  Sea-  men  $ 
withal,  commanding  the  Governor  of  Legorn  to  confult  with  the 
Englifti  the  beft  way  for  their  fecurity.  In  the  mean  time  Captain 
Badily  writes  a  fecond  Letter  to  his  Highnefs ,  which  with  its  An- 
fwer follows,  wherein  his  Highnefs  gives  him  longer  time,  and  pro- 
mifes  yet  more  in  cafe  he  (hould  require  ir. 

Van  Galen  feeing  the  Duke  refolved  to  protect  the  Englilh,  pro- 
mifedtobear  refpeft  unto  his  Port ,  whereupon  the  Duke  under- 
ftanding  that  the  Engliih  had  fet  fayl  from  Porto  Ferara^  he  relea- 
fed  the  Dutch  *  and  feeing  all  the  means  he  ufed  to  reconcile  them 
was  without  effeft,  according  to  Captain  Badily  s  requeft,  he  gave 
them  leave  to  try  it  out  at  Sea. 

The  Englifti  departed  four  days  before  their  time  expired,  and 

might 


might  have  had  what  longer  time  they  would  5  whence  it  is  fup- 
pofed  that  Captain  Badily  going  out  to  fight  by  his  own  election, 
not  at  all  compelled,  did  think  he  had  advantage  over  his  Ene- 
my, and  furely  fo  he  had,  if  the  Battel  had  been  better  managed  •

Since  you  are  plcafed  to  honor  me  with  a  Credential  jLetter  of  the 
18  curant,  four  days  fincel  received  the  fame  by  the  hands  of 
the  highly  deferving  and  much  honored  Perfon,  the  Secretary  of 
State,  who  informed  me  of  what  your  Highnefs  did  demand,  and 
to  whom  I  gave  an  Anfwer  fo  modeft  and  humble  ,  that  I  hope  it 
will  be  fatistaftory.  Amongft  other  Commands  the  Councelof 
State,  eftablifht  by  the  Authority  of  the  Parliament  of  England) 
ordered  me,  as  for  the  rcfpc<$,which  as  I  fhould  however  have  born 
to  your  Highnefs,  fo  upon  other  confiderations  alfo,  that  I  (hould 
innomaner  aflail  the  Dutch  in  your  Highnefs  Port ,  except  they 
firft  afiailed  the  Englifh  ,  the  which  according  to  my  duty  I  have 
ftill  obeyed  •,  But  fince  the  Dutch  do  carry  no  refpeft  unto  your 
Highnefs,  but  lord  it  over  every  Nation ,  chafing  not  oncly  others, 
but  alfo  your  Highnefles  Subje&s  vcflTels  at  the  Mould  head, 

I  therefore  humbly  releafe  my  felf  of  that  Engagement,  which 
I  formerly  had  made  unto  your  Highnefs ,  hoping  you  will  not 
take  it  ill ,  if  I  take  the  fame  advantage  againft  the  Dutch  as  they 
do  againft  the  Englifh  •,  fo  wiftiing  your  Highnefs  all  fplendor  and

To  his  Highnefs  the  Great  Duke  of  Florence. 

ON  Saturday  laft  I  received  thofe  lines  with  which  your  High- 
nefs w&s  pleafed  to  honor  me,  bearing  date  the  28  of  the  laft 
Moneth,  and  although'  that  I  defired  with  all  my  heart ,  that  this 
Difpute  about  the  Phenix  Frigot  might  be  finiftied  at  this  Treaty  5 
ncverthelefs  having  recovered  the  faid  VcflTel  by  fo  notable  a  ftra- 
tagem,  I  reft  not  anyway  fatisfted  how  I  can  anfwer  it  to  them 
that  employ  me,  if  I  (hould  deprive  my  felf  voluntarily  of  her 
again,  or  of  any  other  VefTel  in  her  place.  And  laftly,  when  I  fliall 
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intend  your  Highnefc  will  about  that  time  limited  for  ray  going 
qqt,  I  (hall  immediately  apply  my  felf  to  comply  therewith,  and 
that  moft  joyfully,  hoping  it  will  fofuccecd  :  I  onely  beg,  that  in 
cafe  our  Veffels  arc  not  gone  out  of  the  Mould  at  Legorn  before  the 
laft  day>  and  that  the  Wind  fhould  be  contrary,  this  fhould  be  in- 
terpreted (as  realty  it  is)  a  juft  Impediment  ^  I  onely  fear,  that  be- 
ing; we  cannot  flay  one  day  in  the  Road  fpr  the  providing  of  Bal- 
laft  without  being  molefted,  left  that  fome  of  our  V^flels  fhould 
perifh  in  cafe  that  any  ftrong  Wind  fliould  arife  before  the  Difpute 
were  ended.  Your  Highnefs  pleafeth  alfo  to  remember,  that  fince 
by  my  former  Letter,  I  releafed  my  felf  of  my  Engagement  which 
I  had  firft  made3  concerning  the  Hollanders  and  their  confederates, 
I  allure  your  Highnefs  upon  my  honor ,  that  this  was  occasioned 
by  the  Infolency  of  our  Enemies,  to  the  end  that  when  they  knew 
ir3  they  might  reft  mortified  and  in  fome  meafure  humbled  ,  and 
confequently  reduced  by  the  Treaty ,  to  accept  that  which  fhould 
be  judged  reafonable-,  becaufc,  being  there  was  no  other  means 
probable  to  prevail,  I  did  believe  that  by  this  they  would  be  feized 
upon  with  fome  fearDthinking  that  we  were  provided  with  a  greater 
ftren^th  then  they  knew  of, 

I  was  always  of  opinion,That  if  a  body  entred  into  another  mans 
houfe  to  refrefh  himfelf,*  although  a  private  perfon,  he  fhould  carry 
himfelf  humbly, and  much  more  in  the  Chamber  of  a  Prince  •,  and 
therfore,according  to  the  commands  Ihave  received  from  my  lords 
&  matters  in  engliih,  Ifhall  render  your  Highnefs  all  due  refpe<ft,and 
(hall  not  mokft  his  Ports,  particularly  the  Road  of  Legorn ,  while 
the  Hollanders  (hall  do  the  fame.  And  fuppofing  all  within  the 
Malora  to  be  the  Port  and  Chamber  of  your  Highnefs,  fo  neither 
fhall  I  dire&ly  nor  indire&ly  moleft  the  Enemies  of  our  Nation, 
or  any  that  belong  to  them  5  and  njoreovcr,  neither  my  felf 
nor  any  under  me  ,  fhall  weigh  Anchor  to  chafe  any  one 
coming  in  or  going  out ,  and  (hall  be  obedient  to  any  juft  Com- 
mands your  Highnefs  fhall  give  us5  as  well  in  our  going  away  with 
all  our  Fleet  within  three  or  four  days  more  or  lefs,  or  to  any  other 
elfe:  And  I  really  believe ,  that  the  Parliament  of  England  mil 
order  the  fame  refped:  to  your  Highnefs  from  all  others  that  fhall 
fucceed  me  in  thefe  parts ,  to  the  end  the  moft  florifhing  trade  of 
Legem*  which  hath  been  eminent  for  fo  many  years ,  fhould  not 
meet  with  any  impediment  from  the  Englifh. 

The  Dutch  now  will  not  give  the  fame  refpeft,  becaufe  they  be- 
lieve themfelves  ftrong  enough  to  ruine  us  $  but  indeed  they  may 
be  deceived  for  all  that :  we  have  eight  Men  of  War  in  this  place 
and  Port  Langone,  and  fix  in  Legorn ,  which  is  not  much  difpro- 
portionable  to  the  ftrength  which  they  had  yefterday  in  Legorn: 
and  if  your  Highnefs  fhall  pleafc  to  fend  once  more  another  Mef- 
fenger  to  the  Dutch  Admiral,  to  know  if  they  will  render  to  his

Highncfs  Port  the  fame  rcfpeft  was  promifed  by  the  Englifh ,  to 

give  them  encouragement  for  the  better  encouragement  of  rhe 
Dutch:  and  to  the  end  your  Highnefs  fhould  be  no  longer  troubled 
with  us, .  I  have  made  certain  Propofitions  which  (hall  be  by  me 
pun&ually  obferved,  as  alfo,  all  that  is  contained  in  this  Letter  5 
and  for  the  Execution  hereof,  I  believe  thac  Mr.  Longlandthc 
Publique  Minifter  of  the  Commonwealth  of  England,  will  oblige 
himfelf,  together  with  me ,  as  on  the  other  fide  I  do  defire  that 
Vender  Strate»vj{\\  oblige  himfelf,  together  with  Van  Galen,  in  the 
prefence  of  fome  Publique  Minifter  of  your  Highnefs :  So  leaving 
all  this  to  the  Confideration  and  Difcretion  of  your  Highnefs,  I 
fay  no  more.

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The  PROPOSITIONS. 

LTF  the  Dutch  Admiral  will  oblige  himfelf,  That  without  being 
-I  mokfted  I  fhall  come  into  the  Road  of  Legorn  with  my  eight 
fhips  and  Fly-boat  which  are  here,and  fhall  within  forty  eight  hours 
be  ready  to  fet  fayl,  and  that  we  may  ftay  without  fighting  till  the 
other  ihiffc  can  come  out  of  the  Motsldand  provide  themfelves  with 
Ballad ,  then  on  the  other  fide  will  I  oblige  my  felf  not  to  moleft 
the  Dutch  while  they  are  there,  and  that  I  will  go  without  the 
Malora  when  he  (hall  appoint ,  and  being  without  the  Malora^  \ 
(hall  there  freely  wait  until  his  (hips  (hall  come  within  Mufquet 
ftiot,  there  to  difpute  it  fighting  like  men  ,  and  not  to  moleft  and 
difhonor  the  Port  of  that  Prince ,  who  hath  refrefhed  both  of  us 
with  the  fruit  of  his  Countrey. 

4  I.  Having  underftood  that  the  Dutch  the  otherday  brag'd, 
That  they  would  fight  with  the  Englifh  fe ven  to  feven :  to  the  end 
they  fhould  not  make  this  Objection ,  I  fay,  That  I  (hall  grant 
them  for  every  feven  (hips  of  ours,  one ,  fo  that  if  we  are  fourteen 
in  number,  they  fhall  be  fixteen :  And  to  the  end  they  fhould  not 
fay,  that  our  Veffels  are  bigger  then  theirs,  I  fhall  give  them,  when 
I  make  a  Lift  of  the  men,  in  every  feven  one. 

III.  When  the  Fight  fhall  be  over,  in  cafe  the  Englifh  prove 
Conquerors,and  return  into  the  Road  with  all  their  Fleet,and  there 
finde  four  or  five  Merchant- men,  or  perhaps  fome  of  their  Men  pf 
War,  which  may  be  foundly  torn ,  I  do  promife  not  to  (hoot  or 
fight  with  them  within  the  Malora^  provided  the  Dutch  will  do  the 
fame  with  us.

T  being  agreed  upon  at  the  Treaty  concerning  the  departure  of 
the  Squadron  out  of  Legorn,  the  defire  I  have  to  ferve  the 
Commonwealth  of  England,  induceth  me  to  gratificyour  Requeft, 
in  the  prolonging  of  the  term  of  the  departure  until  the  Eighteenth 
Currant-,  and  in  cafe  you  cannot  conveniently  depart,  I  (hall  be 
very  ready  for  to  grant  you  further  time-,  as  to  the  Challenge 
which  you  fend  the  Dutch,  it  is  a  bufinefs  which  concerns  me  not : 
I  approve  well  of  the  refpett  youpromife  to  my  Port,  and  queftion 
not  the  Hollanders  will  do  the  fame. 

Captain  Appletons  Letter  to  the  Conned  of  State. 
Right  Honorable^ 

THe  fecond  inftant,  the  Colonel  of  this  Town  by  the  great 
Dukes  Order,  fent  Mr.  Longlandznd  theConfulto  acquaint 
me  with  thefe  Propofitions  the  Dutch  had  made  him  .  w\. 

That  no  Man  of  War,  having  an  opportunity  to  depart,  ought 
by  a  moft  ancient  Law  to  ftay  in  any  Port  beyond  fuch  a  time. 

That  they,  to  that  end  the  Englifh  might  goto  fea,  had  ft  aid 
out  fevcral  days.  <■ 

That  they  would  give  the  Merchants  Ships  leave  to  reladc  their 
Goods,  give  them  free  liberty  to  deparr,  nor  would  they  ftir  till 
they  had  departed  five  days. 

In  cafe  thefe  Propofitions  were  refufed,  they  could  not  juftifie 
their  not  a&ing  their  Commands  they  had  received  touching  the 
the  Englifh,  in  whatfoever  place  they  met  them. 

To  thefe  I  was  immediatly  to  give  my  Anfwer :  The  general 
Opinion  of  the  Nation  then  prefent  was,  That  whereas  the  Dutch 
had  waited  feveral  times  upon  the  Duke,  and  did  folicit  daily  that 
he  would  deny  protection  to  the  Englifh*  and  all  this  while  the 
Englifti  never  owned  him,  nor  went  to  give  him  thanks  (as  I  indeed 
had  ordered  it,  but  Mr.  Longland  oppofed  me  in  it : )  The  Duke 
now  feemed  to fpoil  theyertueof  our  gratitude,  by  his  neceffita- 
ting  us  unto  it :  So  Mr.  LongUnd  did  defire  me  before  the  Nation, 
to  fend  one  to  treat  with  the  Duke  accordingly,  That  himfelf, 
with  other  Merchants,  would  go  to  thank  him  for  the  protedion  of 
their  Goods,  and  that  the  Matters  would  do  the  fame  for  the  pro- 
tection of  their  Ships,  and  joyntly  to  befeech  him  the  continuance 
of  his  favor. 

Hereupon  my  felf,  and  many  others^  earneftly  defired  Mr.  Na* 
thanael  Reading  to  undertake  that  bufinefs  on  my  behalf,  the  which 
hcpleafedtodoj  with  what  difcretion  he  managed  the  whole  bu- 
finefs 
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finefs,  with  how  great  acceptation  to  his  Highnefs,  your  Honors 
will  underftand  from  his  publique  Minifter  with  you. 

With  what  fucccfs  to  us,  your  Honors  may  pleafe  to  judge  of 
by  his  effe&ing  the  continuance  of  our  proteftion  5  the  Particulars 
whereof,  are  in  his  own  inclofed  to  you.

Mr.  Nathanael  Readings  Letter  to  the  Conned  of  State. 

Right  Honorable, 

UPon  feveral  Solicitations  that  in  Captain  Apfletons  name  I 
fhould  wait  upon  the  great  Duke,  in  anfwer  to  the  Propofiti- 
ons  the  Dutch  had  made  him  the  third  inftanc,  in  company  with 
Mr.  Char  Is  Longland^Mr.  Samuel  Boneil,  and  the  Captains  of  the 
Sampfon,  Mary  and  Perigrine,  I  fet  out  for  Florence,  and  through 
Gods  afliftance  came  thither  the  fourth  at  Evening  •  fo  foon  as  wc 
arrived,  I  acquainted  them  how  that  the  Duke  had  lent  three  times 
to  fee  if  we  were  come,  that  it  concerned  us  therefore  quickly  to 
confider  the  quality  of  the  Pcrfonage  that  we  came  to,  and  of  the 
bufinefs  that  we  came  about :  To  this  end,  I  defired  Mr.  LongUnd 
what  his  errand  was,  he  told  me,  It  was  to  thank  his  Highnefs,  in 
the  name  of  the  Merchants,  for  the  prote&ion  of  their  Goods :  I 
demandedif  he  came  as  Agent  for  the  State,  he  told  me,  Not,  that 
he  had  no  Commiflionforfuch  Imployment,  and  that  the  Duke 
well  knew,  that  betide,  his  education  had  not  been  to  underftand 
how  to  treat  with  Princes :  That  he  knew  not  how  toTpeak  unto  a 
Duke,  and  therefore  did  defire  Mr.  Boneil,  who  had  been  with  him 
often,  to  do  it  for  him  •,  asking  the  Captains  then  what  they  came 
for,  they  faid,  to  thank  him  for  the  prote&ing  of  their  Ships  -,  here- 
upon I  (hewed  them  my  Com  million  from  Captain  Applet on^  and 
becaufe  I  had  tojoyn,  as  I  then  thought,  with  fuch  States-men* 
and  fo  earneftly  defired  the  bufinefs  might  be  carried  handfomly, 
told  them  what  I  would  fay  unto  the  Duke,  asking  withal  their 
Judgement,  if  they  did  think  of  any  thing  to  adde  or  alter,  and  I 
fhould  hear  them  readily :  They  faying  it  was  very  well,  departed, 
each  of  us  fitting  of  himfelf  for  Court :  Mr.  Longland,  while  al- 
tering his  clothes  changed  his  rainde,and  when  the  MefTenger  came 
for  us,  told  me,  That  Captain  K^ippleton  had  no  power  to  fend  un- 
to the  Duke,  that  he  would  proteft  againft  him  there,  and  write 
againil  him  unto  your  Honors,  although  he  was  the  perfon  that  firft 
defired  him  to  fend.  With  all  the  meeknefs  man  could  ufe,  I  did 
befeech  him  by  the  affe&ion  which  he  had  for  the  Honor  of  the 
State  of  England '•  I  did  conjure  him  to  remember  what  he  was 
about,  that  as  to  his  power  over  Captain  ^Appleton^  he  would 
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difpute  it  afterwards,  and  for  the  prefent,  what  notion  foeverhc 
would  afit  in,  I  (houldnot  difturb  him,  bur  that  when  he  and  ev  ry 
body  elie  had  done,I  might  be  heard  for  Captain  Appletonhhc  toid 
me  pofitively ,  he  would  neither  own  nor  joyn  with  me  in  any  thing 
concerned  him  ^  fo  carrying  the  other  company  along  with  him,  he 
goes  to  the  Court. 

Hereupon,  I  acquainted  Sir  Bernard  Gafc one  with  theBufinefs 
lean  eon,  and  what  had  pafied  betwixt  Mr.  Longland and  my 
feif.,  that  I  would  wait  till  he' had  Audience,  and  fee  what  Anfwer 
he  could  give  the  Duke,  when  he  demanded  where  he  was  that 
Captain  Appleton  had  fenr,  for  fo  his  Secretary  had  advifed  him 
by  the  accompt  the  Confulof  Legorn  had  given  him  of  our  co- 
ming. After  that  they  had  made  an  end,  his  Highnefs  asked  them 
whether  Captain  Appleton  had  not  lent  a  Gentleman  unto  him  in 
Anfwer  of  thofe  Propositions  headvifed  the  Colonel  of  Legem  to 
acquaint  him  with  i  Mr.  Longland  anfwered,  There  was  nofuch 
perioncomeifohedifmifted  them.  Sofoonasthey  wcregonc,im~ 
mediately  S\x  Bernard  goes  in,  and  tells  the  Duke,  how  that  I  was 
without,  (hews  my  CommhTion,and  brings,  me- to  his  Highnefs,  to 
whom  as  followed^ 

That  Captain  Appleton  humbly  kiffed  his  Highnefs  hand, in  the 
acknowledgement  of  thofe  Favors  he  had  been  pleafed  to  ihew 
him-,  the  which,  according  to  his  duty,  heftiouldhavc  done  both 
earlier  and  oftner,  but  that  he  waited  he  might  have  from  his 
Mafters  hand,  to  whom  he  had  fent  on  purpofe  to  enf&rm  them 
of  the  fame. 

That  at  his  coming  out,  he  was  commanded  by  the  States  of 
England  to  attend  the  fecurity  of  their  Ships  from  the  Piracies  of 
the  French,  and  them  to  convoy  to  all  the  Ports  that  they  were 
bound  to  touch  at. 

That  upon  that  accompt  he  came  into  Legorn  9  and  fince  his 
being  there,  the  Dutch  forgetting  thofe  good  Offices  they  had  re- 
ceived at  the  hands  of  England,  and  infolen  tly  committing  feveral 
things  tending  to  the  violation  of  its  Peace ,  he  had  received  Or- 
ders from  the  State  to  ft  ay  in  Legorn  nil  their  further  pleafure. 

That  upon  any  apprehenfion  of  Violence  from  the  ungrateful 
Dutch,  in  cafe  he  were  not  able  to  defend  himfelf,  he  (hould  make 
ufe  of  his  Mafters  Intereft  for  his  Protection  ,  the  which  they  did 
afture  themfelves  would  befufficienr,  his  Highnefs  being  fo  very 
careful  of  his  Port,  and  willingly  granted,  he  being  fo  courteous  a 
Prince,  and  nolefs  careful  of  his  friends. 

That  upon  the  Threats  of  Fourteen  fails  of  Dutch  that  came 
into  the  Road,  he  was  by  the  Commanders  of  the  Port  defired  to 
come  into  the  cJMould,  not  having  promifc  of  Protection  while 
without :  his  men  of  War  being  but  two,  and  the  Merchants  (hips 
fo  confiderably  rich,  he  embraced  their  counfel. 

As 
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As  to  the  Enemies  Plea,  That  no  man  of  War,  by  a  moft  anci- 
ent Law,  fhould  ftay  in  any  Port  beyond  fuch  a  time  5  they  have  as 
little  Logick  in  their  Argument's  they  have  Wifdora  in  beginning 
War  with  their  beft  friends.  For  neither  the  Rhodian  Law,  the  firft 
that  ever  wereobllivcdin  the  Mediterranean  Sea  ,  the  which  the 
Romans  with  their  Empire  did  enlarge,  and  every  of  the  Ports 
therein,  upon  the  ruine  of  that  Empire  did  admit.  Nor  yet  the 
Rule  of  oleron>  by  which  the  Ocean  was  originally,  and  is  this  day 
governed,  in  any  way  deny  the  fame-  befidcs,  themfelves  remem- 
ber well,  and  of  neceffity  muft  grant,  we  know  a  multitude  of  Mo- 
dern Prefidents  to  the  contrary. 

As  to  the  re-lading  of  the  Goods,  and  their  offer  to  remain  be- 
hinde,  till  the  Englifli  were  five  days  out  at  Sea,  he  would  not  capi- 
tulate with  them  for  his  departure ,  but  humbly  befeeched  his 
Highnefs  leave  to  ftay3  not  daring  to  ftir  without  their  Order  who 
put  him  there. 

And  laftly,  as  to  the  Hoftility  they  fo  much  threatncd,  what- 
ever the  Englifb  fufFers  in  his  Highnefs  Port,  the  State  would 
ftrickly  require  at  his  Highnefs  hands  5  but  that  I  was  well  affured 
he  was  fo  noble  and  fo  wife  a  Prince ,  as  that  he  would  not  give  any 
occafion  to  diftafte  the  Englifli,  or  fo  undervalute  them,  as  to  put 
the  Friendfhipof  Holland  in  competition  with  that  of  England. 
e  His  Highnefs  was  pleafed  to  tell  me,  That  he  highly  honored 
the  State  of  England-^  that  he  de  fired  nothing  more  then  a  fair 
Correfpondenc^  with  them  :  That  he  rcfted  abundantly  fatisfied  in 
the  Accouhtl  had  given  him  on  Captain  Jfflctons  behalf,  de- 
firing  me  to  reft  fully  fatisfied  on  his,  That  if  all  the  Forces  in  his 
Dominions  could  protect  the  English,  it  fhould  be  done ,  and  that 
fo  long  as  they  fhould  need  the  fame. 

He  then  demanded  why  Mr.  LongUnd  fhould  tell  him  fo  grofs 
a  lie,  being  it  was  his  motion  I  fhould  come,  and  that  he  came  in 
company  with  me,  and  brought  himfelf  that  Letter  which  betray- 
ed him,  faying,  He  was  not  ufcd  to  be  fo  dealt  withal.  I  humbly 
told  him,  that  what  reafon  Mr,  LongUnd  had,  his  Highnefs  would 
beft  know  from  himfelf ,but  that  for  my  part,I  knew  none  he  had^fo 
fending  for  him  prefently,  he  prayed  me  to  return  in  the  morning. 
Accordingly  I  came  ,  and  then  he  pleafed  to  tell  me,  that  Mr. 
LongUnd  pretended  a  Commiffion  beyond  Captain  Affletons^ 
but  thaf  he  was  perfwaded  there  was  no  fuch  matter.  I  humbly 
befeeched  his  leave  for  my  departure,  adding,  That  what  his  High- 
nefs was  pleafed  to  require  further,  I  was  there  ready  to  obey  him 
in  :  He  anfwered,  That  he  knew  I  could  not  ftir  in  the  heats,  but 
that  he  would  not  fail  to  difpatch  me  that  night,  and  that  he  would 
give  order  for  the  Gates  to  be  open ,  and  Horfes  to  be  ready 
for  me. 

Coming  at  night,  his  Highnefs  told  rac  5  how  that  he  did  ex-

pe#,  that  Captain  iji$$l#m  fhould  bear  all  fair  refpeft  unto  his 
Port,  without  difturbance  to  the  Trade.  I  then  engaged  my 
Parole  unto  him ,  That  the  Comportment  of  the  Englifh  to  his 
Highnefs  fhould  always  be  like  themfelves  •,  but  that  in  cafe  the 
Dutch  likewife  fhould  not  obferve  the  fame,  it  could  not  be  fuppo- 
fed  we  fhould  be  civil  to  our  prejudice  ,  nor  that  other  of  our 
Commanders,  though  Captain  ^ppleton  fhould,  would  not  take 
the  fame  advantage  againft  the  Dutch. 

I  then  defired  his  Highnefs  Order,  That  the  Colonel  of  Legem 
fhould  ufe  fome  extraordinary  care,  fearing  the  fick  condition  that 
Captain  Appleton  was  in  might  animate  the  Dutch  in  their  at- 
tempts againft  him  ^  he  prefently  commands  his  Secretary  to  write 
accordingly,  and  told  me,  how  Sir  Bernard  had  informed  him  of 
my  being  a  Slave  to  the  Turk  $  and  therefore  while  the  Letter  was 
in  writing,  pray'd  me ,  to  give  himfelf  and  his  brother  Cardinal^ 
whom  he  then  fentfor,  an  accompt  of  Candy ,  of  the  laft  years 
f.ght  at  Sea,  of  the  difcipline  of  the  Turks ,  and  the  maner  of  the 
Captain  Bajhas  ufage  of  me,  which  he  underftood  was  extraordi- 
nary •,  I  obeyed  his  command*  in  each. 

His  Secretary  having  done,  his  Highnefs  read  the  Letter  to  me, 
asking  me  ,  if  it  were  to  my  minde ,  commands  him  to  give  me  a 
Copy  of  the  fame :  I  in  all  humility  returning  many  thanks  for  his 
Civilities  to  our  Nation,  and  promifing  to  let  their  Honors  know, 
the  care  he  took  for  the  Prote&ion  of  your  Ships ,  and  my  endea- 
voring to  perpetuate  that  Amity  which  hath  fo  long  continued  be- 
twixt his  Highnefs  and  our  Nation  5  I  killed  his  Hai»d  ,  and  fo 
took  leave. 

At  my  arrival  at  Legorn,  I  found  the  Colonel  punctual  in  the 
performance  of  what  the  Letter  did  command  him,  and  ready  up- 
on all  occafions  to  fervc  the  Englifh. 

This  is  the  fhorteft  accompt  I  could  give  your  Honors  of  the 
Endeavors  I  had  to  fervc  you,  wherein,  if  you  can  conceive  I  have 
done  any  thing  for  which  to  beg  your  pardon,  be  pleafed,  that  the 
reality  of  the  Soul  I  a  died  in,  may  obtain  it  from  you. 

Thus  praying  the  Lord  of  Hofts  to  be  your  Champion,  and  him 
that  is  the  Wifdom  of  his  Father  to  be  your  Councellor,  I  humbly 
commit  you  to  his  Protedion. 


The  Great  Dukes  Refident  his  Letter  to  the  Councel  of  State. 
Right  Honorable, 

HAvingonThurfday  laft  forgotten  to  tell  your  Honors,  That 
when  I  firft  acquainted  the  laft  Right  Honorable  Councel  of 
State  of  the  Engagement  that  Admiral  Apfleton  had  made  to 
the  Great  Duke  of  Tufcany  my  Matter  not  to  moleft  his  High- 
nefs 
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nefsPortof  Legem  dire&ly  or  indire&ly-,  I  fhould  (by  his  com- 
mandment) have  alfo added  ,  how  Mr.  Nath:  Reading  waited  then 
on  the  Great  Duke  feveral  times  about  that  Bufinefs,  and  did  then 
engage  his  Parole  for  Captain  Jppleton,  that  he  fhould  pun&ually 
obferve  the  Orders  he  received  from  the  Right  Honorable,  the 
Councelof  England,  not  to  difturb  any  maner  of  way  his  Hi°h- 
nefs  Port  of  Legorn. 

This  Mr.  Reading  being  now  in  London ,  can  give  your  Honors 
full  relation  of  each  particular  until  furprifal  of  the  Fhenix.  Thus 
much,  I  fay,  I  was  commanded  by  my  Mafter  to  enform  thefaid 
Councel  of  State,  as  I  do  now  your  Honors,  That  thefaid  Mr. 
Reading  did  manage  that  whole  Negotiation  with  fuch  a  difcreti* 
on,  that  his  Highnefs  was  exceedingly  pleafed  at  him  ,  and  did 
judge  him  a  perfon  very  capable  to  do  his  Countrey  much  good 
fervice.  I  humbly  intreat  your  Honors  to  accept  now,  what  then 
I  forgot,  to  participate  unto  your  Honors  from  his  Highnefs,  and 
me,  for
